HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1936. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting*  my  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  1936.  this  being  the  fourteenth  one  submitted  by  me 
as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  population  at  the  time  of  the  1931  Census  was  10.484, 
while  the  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1936  was  12,440. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  slightly  below  that  for  last 
year,  viz.  11.7  as  against  12.1.  The  Birth  Rate  in  England 
and  Wales  was  14.8  in  1936  and  14.7  in  1935. 


The  Death  Rate  remained  fairly  steady,  being  10.4  as  against 
10.3  last  year  and  10.5  in  1934.  The  Death  Rates  for  England 
and  Wales  were  12.1  in  1936  and  11.7  in  1935. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  extremely  satisfactory, 
being  27  per  thousand  registered  births,  as  compared  with  40 
last  year  and  38  in  1934.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for 
England  and  Wales  were  59  in  1936  and  57  in  1935. 


From  the  point  of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease, 
the  year  was  a  satisfactory  one,  apart  from  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles  notified,  which  was  common  with  other  areas. 


In  presenting  this  Report,  I  again  desire  to  place  on  record 
the  help  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  Members  of 
the  Council  and  its  Officers  with  whom  my  work  has  brought 
me  into  contact.  In  particular  I  would  specially  record  the 
services  rendered  so  efficiently  and  loyally  by  Mr.  Gypps  and 
the  Health  Visitor.

HEALTH  REPORT. 

Tl  :ie  Urban  District  of  Sevenoaks  is  situated  in  the  Northern 
part  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District,  by  which  it  is  entirely 
surrounded. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  3,720  acres.  Under  the  Kent 
Review  Order  461  acres  were  added  to  the  old  area,  which 
contained  3,259  acres. 

The  population  at  the  time  of  the  1921  Census  was  9,060, 
and  by  the  time  of  the  1931  Census  this  had  increased  to 
10,484.  The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  mid-year  1936  was  12,440. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  1931  was  2,056,  and  in 
1936,  3,677. 

The  District  has  a  Rateable  Value  of  £144,781,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £556. 
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The  following*  Table  shows  the  estimated  population  for 
past  thirteen  years,  together  with  the  actual  populations  at 
the  times  of  the  1921  and  1931  Censuses: — 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  year  146  Births  were  registered  as  belonging  to 
the  District,  of  which  number  63  were  males  and  83  were 
females.  This  is  equal  to  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  11.7  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  12.1  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.8  in  1936 
and  14.7  in  1935. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  as  being  illegitimate  was  6. 
of  which  3  were  males  and  3  were  females. 

There  were  also  3  stillbirths :  1  male  and  2  females. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 
belonging  to  the  District  was  130  (60  males  and  70  females). 

This  number  includes  those  deaths  which,  although  occurring 
outside,  belonged  to  this  District,  but  excludes  deaths  occurring 
inside  the  District  and  belonging  to  other  Districts. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  equal  to  10.4  per  thousand 
of  population,  as  against  10.3  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate  in  England  and  Wrales  was  12.1  in  1936 
and  11.7  in  1935. 

The  diseases  claiming  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were : 
Heart  Disease  (25),  Cancer  (17)  and  Pneumonia  (13).

Infantile  Mortality. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  was  4  (1  male  and  3  females).  All  of 
these  were  legitimate. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  equal  to  27  per  thousand 
births,  as  compared  with  40  last  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  59, 
and  for  1935,  57. 


Deaths  at  Different  Ages. 

Deaths  in  Children  Between  One  and  Five  Years. — Three 
deaths  occurred  in  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 
years.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death  Rate  of  0.24  per  thousand 
of  population. 

Deaths  in  Persons  of  65  Years  and  Over. — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over 
was  75.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death  Rate  of  6.0  per  thousand 
of  population,  and  comprises  57.6  per  cent,  of  total  deaths.

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  a  term  commonly  applied  to  the 
rate  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  complaints, 
viz. :  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping

which  latter  includes  Typhus, 


Typhoid  (or  Enteric)  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

During  the  year  2  deaths  occurred  from  these  complaints, 
the  Zymotic  Death  Rate  being  0.16  per  thousand  of  population. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  deaths  occurring  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Con¬ 
sumption  or  Phthisis)  numbered  3.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death 
Rate  of  0.24  per  thousand  of  population. 

Other  Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  deaths  from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system 
numbered  20.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  1.60  per  thousand 
of  population. 

Cancer. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  (malignant  disease)  was 
17.  The  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was  1.36  per  thousand  of 
population.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
the  year  1936  was  a  fairly  satisfactory  one.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  notified  being  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the 
number  of  cases  of  Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  236  as 
compared  with  24  last  year.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  13  eases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  as  against  5 
last  year.  With  the  exception  of  1935,  this  is  the  lowest 
number  notified  since  1924,  and  compares  very  favourably 
with  an  average  of  19  for  the  past  five  years. 

Twelve  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  from  this  disease.

Diphtheria. 

Again  this  year  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  took  place,  viz. :  2  as  against  5  last  year, 
and  an  average  of  5.3  for  the  past  five  years. 

Both  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  again  no  deaths  registered  as  occurring  from 
Diphtheria.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified,  this  being  the  first  case  notified  since

Thirty-eiglit  visits  were  paid  to  this  case  by  the  Health 
Visitor.  The  patient  removed  from  the  District  after  the  eye 
had  for  some  time  been  free  of  discharge. 


Pneumonia. 

One  case  was  notified,  this  being  the  same  number  as  last 

year. 

Thirteen  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  Pneumonia 
(all  forms). 


Measles. 

Measles  was  made  a  compulsory  notifiable  disease  under  the 
Sevenoaks  (Measles)  Regulations,  1929  (dated  the  17th  May, 
1929),  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1929.  / 

In  common  with  other  districts,  Measles  was  fairly  prevalent 
and  during  the  year  216  cases  occurred. 

Two  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

One  death  was  registered  as  occurring  from  Measles. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  4  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
as  compared  with  16  last  year.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1930. 

The  above  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
January,  1931,  require,  inter  alia,  that  a  weekly  return  of  all 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  should  be  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Also  that  the  Medical  Officer  of

(c)  The  number  of  cases  removed  by  him  in  a  preceding 

quarter  and  which  have  been  restored  to  the  register, 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  each  case,  and  the 
reason  for  the  restoration ; 

(d)  The  number  of  cases  added  to  the  register  during  the 

quarter  which  have  been  brought  to  his  knowledge  other 
than  by  notification ; 

(e)  The  number  of  cases  removed  from  the  register  during 

the  quarter,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  each  case, 
and  the  reason  for  removal ; 

(f)  The  number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end

The  Cancer  Death  Rate  was  1.36  per  thousand  of  population, 
as  against  2.04  last  year.

PREVENTIVE  MEASURES. 

In  every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  the  case  is 
visited  and  full  particulars  obtained.  I  am  always  glad  to 
see  any  doubtful  case  in  consultation  with  the  Doctor  in  charge, 
and  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  cordial  co-operation 
I  have  received  from  all  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  this 
respect.  This,  I  am  sure,  is  of  great  assistance  in  dealing 
with  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease. 

When  any  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  arises  in  connection 
with  the  scholars  attending  any  school,  whether  a  private 
school  or  a  public  elementary  school,  particular  attention  is 
always  given  to  any  possible  factor  which  may  be  tending  to 
cause  the  spread  of  infection. 


Disinfection. 

A  Washing! on-Lyons  Disinfector  has  been  provided  by  the 
Council,  and  is  situated  in  the  Hospital  grounds  at  Oak  Lane. 

Fumigation  of  rooms  is  carried  out  as  a  routine  measure  in 
all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 


Isolation  Hospital  Administration. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  Isolation  Hospital  treatment  of 
Infectious  Disease,  an  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  by 
the  Council  with  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council.  Under 
this,  cases  from  the  Urban  and  the  Rural  District  can  be 
treated  either  at  the  Urban  District  Council’s  Hospital,  or  at 
the  North  Isolation  Hospital.  Otford,  under  the  control  of  the 
Rural  District  Council.  The  object  of  this  is  to  increase  the 
value  of  the  available  bed  accommodation  at  the  two  Hospitals, 
and  also  to  secure  economy  of  working. 


Further  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  temporary 
interchange  of  members  of  the  nursing  staffs  at  the  two 
Hospitals,  when  practicable  and  desirable. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

A  complete  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  is  situated  in 
Oak  Lane,  in  the  Urban  District  of  Sevenoaks.  Previously  it 
was  situated  in  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District,  but  was  included 
in  the  Urban  area  by  the  Kent  Review  Order,  1934. 

The  accommodation  consists  of  two  separate  pavilions, 
together  with  an  administrative  block,  laundry,  disinfecting 
block  and  mortuary. 

Elach  of  the  pavilions  contains  six  beds,  and  consists  of 
three  separate  wards,  containing  one,  two  and  three  beds 
respectively.  There  are  ample  and  suitable  sanitary  annexes 
to  each  pavilion. 

A  motor  ambulance  is  kept  for  use  for  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  only. 

Electric  light  has  now  been  installed  throughout  the  Hospital. 


Staff. 


A  permanent  Matron  and  Nurse  were  appointed  and 
commenced  duty  on  1st  March,  1924. 

In  July,  1924,  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Kent 
County  Council,  whereby  the  Council  place  the  Southern 
Pavilion  at  the  disposal  of  the  County  Council  for  the  reception 
of  eight  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

This  was  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health;  and  the  first 
Tuberculosis  patients  were  admitted  on  the  17th  July,  1924. 
In  July,  1925,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  County  Council 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  number  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  to  be  increased  from  eight  to  twelve. 
With  the  widening  and  improvement  of  the  verandah  of  the 
Recreation  Room,  this  number  has  been  increased  to  15.

Recreation  Room. 


A  Recreation  Room  has  been  added  in  connection  with  the 
Southern  Block,  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a  covered  way. 

This  has  proved  a  very  welcome  addition  and  has  added 
immeasurably  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  patients. 
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n  is  fully  furnished,  and  has  a  wide  verandah  suitable  for 
the  accommodation  of  six  or  more  bedsteads,  thus  enabling 
patients  to  be  out  in  the  open  air  night  and  day  if  so  desired. 

Ultra-Violet  Ray  and  Radiant  Heat  Apparatus. 

The  Council  have  installed  at  their  Isolation  Hospital  an 
apparatus  for  the  giving  of  artificial  sunlight  and  radiant  heat 
treatment  to  those  Tuberculosis  patients  considered  suitable 
subjects  for  this  by  the  Medical  Officers.  The  results  up  to  date 
have  been  definitely  beneficial. 


DRAINAGE. 


The  Darenth  Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board  was  formed  under 
the  Local  Government  Provisional  Order  Confirmation  (Darenth 
Valley)  Act,  1878,  of  Representatives  from  the  Sevenoaks 
Urban  and  Dartford  and  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Councils, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining  a  trunk  sewer 
through  the  Valley  of  the  River  Darenth  from  Westerham  to 
Dartford,  from  which  point  the  sewage  is  conveyed  through 
the  sewers  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Dartford  and  the 
West  Kent  Main  Sewerage  Board  to  the  Outfall  Works  of  the 
latter  Authority  at  Longreach.  The  area  consists  of  those  parts 
of  the  respective  Districts  lying  between  the  Northern  and 
Southern  boundaries  of  the  Darenth  Watershed. 


With  the  exception  of  outlying  portions,  which  are  on  the 
cesspool  system,  the  District  is  well  sewered.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  the 
mains  of  the  Sevenoaks  Water  Works  Company. 

The  water  is  in  every  way  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 

purposes. 

The  new  Pumping  Station  at  Cramptons  Road,  Sevenoaks, 
was  brought  into  use  by  the  Sevenoaks  Water  Works  Company 
in  April,  1935,  and  no  water  has  been  pumped  from  the  old 
Works  at  Oak  Lane,  Sevenoaks,  since  then. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  has  been'  carried 
out  at  intervals.

HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  of  house  refuse,  which 
is  carried  out  by  means  of  two  mechanically-driven  covered 
vehicles. 
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The  refuse  is  deposited  on  a  low-lying  stretch  of  land 
belonging  to  the  Council  opposite  Greatness  Mill. 

The  method  of  disposal  adopted  is  that  of  controlled  tipping 
on  the  Bradford  system.  This  is  done  by  the  Council’s 
employees  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 

This  method  proves  satisfactory  and  the  results  are  excellent. 
The  costs  are  far  less  than  would  have  been  if  a  Destructor  had 
been  established. 

The  Council  possesses  a  mechanical  Cesspool  Emptier,  and 
the  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District  are  emptied 
upon  request  and  payment. 


HOUSING. 

Apart  from  the  overcrowding  survey,  the  work  of  dealing 
with  individual  houses  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  five  old  cottages  were  demolished  by  the 
owner,  and  the  tenants  re-housed. 

Three  cottages  were  dealt  with  under  section  19  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1930,  and  statutory  undertakings  were  given  by 
the  owners  not  to  re-let  these  for  human  habitation.  The 
tenants  of  these  were  also  satisfactorily  housed. 

Two  back-to-back  cottages  were  dealt  with.  After  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  agents  these  were  converted  into  one  cottage, 
thus  providing  through  ventilation.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  work  in  this  District,  which  does  not  come  within  the 
general  scheme  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 

The  Council  has  established  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  viz.:  one  at  Dorset  House,  St.  John’s  Road,  the  other 
being  at  Church  House,  High  Street. 
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Both  these  Centres  are  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Sevenoaks  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welfare  Association.  An 
annual  grant  of  £120  is  made  by  the  District  Council  to  this 
Association.  This  Association  is  affiliated  to  the  National 
League  for  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Sessions  are  held  on  each  Thursday  at  both  Centres  at  3  p.m. 
Dr.  A.  Carnarvon  Brown  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge, 
and  he  attends  each  Centre  for  half  an  hour  in  order  to  see 
any  case  requiring  medical  attention. 

Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt,  and  Virol,  etc.,  are 
supplied,  on  payment,  to  the  mothers  through  the  Centre. 

Ante-natal  Clinic. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  been  established  by  the  Council  at 
Dorset  House,  St.  John’s  Road. 

Sessions  are  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  each  month  at 

2.30  p.m. 

Dr.  A.  Carnarvon  Brown  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge. 
Twelve  sessions  were  held  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
attendances  was  117,  representing  an  average  attendance  of 
9.9  per  session.

Sunlight  Treatment. 

A  valuable  addition  to  the  Children’s  Welfare  work  is  the 
installation  of  the  necessary  apparatus  which  enables  sunlight 
treatment  to  be  given  to  those  needing  it.  This  has  again 
proved  to  be  of  great  benefit,  and  has  been  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year  153  sessions  were  held.  The  number  of 
treatments  given  was  2,110  to  79  children. 

Free  and  Assisted  Supply  of  Milk  to  Expectant  and 

Nursing  Mothers. 

During  the  year  616  pints  of  fresh  milk  were  supplied  free 
in  necessitous  cases,  and  648  pounds  of  dried  milk  were 
supplied  at  cost,  price.

Poliomyelitis,  etc. 


The  H  ealth  Visitor  pays  visits  in  cases  of  the  above- 
mentioned  diseases  which  may  require  her  services.  This  has 
proved  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Public  Health  services,  and 
much  good  work  lias  been  done. 


Voluntary  Work  in  Connection  with  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare. 


The  year  1936  has  again  seen  great  activity  in  connection 
with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  Sevenoaks, 
and  the  voluntary  workers  have  continued  to  maintain  their 
usual  high  standard,  and  have  cheerfully  and  efficiently  carried 
out  the  ever-increasing  work. 

The  ultra  violet  ray  lamp,  which  was  given  in  the  previous 
year  for  the  use  of  the  Clinic,  has  proved  very  successful,  and 
a  large  number  of  children  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
treatment  thus  made  possible  for  them,  and  have  greatly 
benefited  thereby. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  placing 
on  record  my  high  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welfare  Association,  and  to  express 
my  warmest  thanks  to  all  voluntary  workers  associated  with 
this  organisation,  whose  unselfish  efforts  make  this  important 
work  the  success  it  is, 


HEALTH  VISITOR.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

During  the  year  178  visits  were  paid  to  shops  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Up  to  the  present  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  institute  statutory  action  with  respect  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops,  or  the  provision  of 
sanitary  accommodation. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  with  respect  to 
nuisances  arising  from  the  emission  of  smoke. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  only  one  public  Swimming  Bath  in  the  District. 
This  is  owned  and  under  the  control  of  the  Urban  District 
Council. 

The  water  used  in  the  Bath  is  passed  through  a  continuous 
filtration  plant,  and  samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  that 
the  water  was  of  very  good  quality. 

There  is  also  one  privately  owned  open  Swimming  Bath,  the 
water  being  derived  from  a  stream  running  nearby,  and  passed 
through  a  small  filtering  chamber  which  has  been  constructed 
by  the  owner. 
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Samples  of  water  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  owing 
to  unsatisfactory  reports,  the  owner  has  given  notice  that  if 
the  Bath  is  put  into  use  during  1937,  the  water  will  be  obtained 
from  the  public  main  supply. 

ERADICATION  OF  RED  BUGS. 

No  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  private  houses  found  to  be  infested  was  6, 
all  of  which  were  dealt  with. 

In  three  cases  this  work  was  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
“Climex”  and  Sulphur,  and  in  the  other  three  cases  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  was  used. 

No  action  was  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  belongings  of 
tenants  were  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council 
houses. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  three  cases  by 
the  Council’s  Officers,  and  in  the  three  cases  where  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  was  used,  this  work  was  done  by  the  London  Fumiga¬ 
tion  Company. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

All  watercourses  within  the  District  receive  constant  super¬ 
vision.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  a  summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year 
1936,  together  with  the  extensions  of  the  Sanitary  Services. 

General  Inspections. 

The  routine  inspections  of  the  District  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  Milk  and  Dairies 
Orders,  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  and  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations  have  been  carried  out,  and  an;/ 
nuisances  or  defects  found  have  been  dealt  with  by  Informal 
Action.  During  the  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve 
any  Statutory  Notices. 

During  the  year  199  shops  were  inspected  and  recorded 
under  the  Shops  Act,  1934.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases, 
these  shopkeepers  are  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  which  are  administered  by  your  Council  in  a  reasonable 
manner. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  relating 
to  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
public  swimming  bath,  owned  by  your  Council,  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  and  the  report  of  the  pathologist  upon 
these  was  that  “the  water  was  of  good  quality.” 

Housing. 

During  the  year  199  new  houses  were  erected.  Of  these, 
194  were  connected  to  the  main  sewer,  two  to  cesspools  and 
three  to  septic  tank  systems.  All  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise,  and  a  fair  proportion  are  occupied  by  persons  of 

artisan  class. 
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.wo  temporary  assistants  were  employed  during  the  year 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Overcrowding  Survey. 

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  large  families,  there  is 
little  overcrowding  m  the  town.  1,813  houses  of  a  rateable 
value  up  to  £20  have  been  recorded  on  Form  B. 

Quiet  progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under 
the  Housing  Acts  with  respect  to  insanitary  cottages.  Five 
cottages  were  voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owner,  and  the 
occupants  of  these  were  satisfactorily  housed  in  four  new 
cottages  erected  by  the  owner.  The  fifth  cottage  was  vacated 
just  previous  to  demolition. 

During  the  year  three  other  insanitary  cottages  were  dealt 
with  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930.  In  each  case 
your  Council  have  accepted  statutory  undertakings  not  to 
re-let  these  for  human  habitation. 

Two  back-to-back  cottages  were  converted  into  one  by  the 
owner  to  allow  of  through  ventilation,  and  in  each  of  the 
above  cases  the  tenants  were  satisfactorily  re-housed. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

Regular  inspections  of  food  preparing  places,  slaughter¬ 
houses,  etc.,  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
13  cwts.  1  qr.  15  lbs.  of  unsound  food  has  been  surrendered 
and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  market  held  each  week  at  Tubs  Hill  Station  has  been 
kept  under  supervision,  and  the  surface  of  that  part  used  by 
stalls  has  been  considerably  improved. 

The  u£e  of  the  humane  killer  for  slaughtering  is  compulsory 
in  the  Area,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  contraventions 
of  this  Bye-law  have  occurred. 

The  milk  supplied  in  the  town  has  on  the  whole  been  very 
satisfactory,  and  all  the  registered  premises  have  been 
regularly  visited.  During  the  year  37  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  5  for  chemical  analysis. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  monthly  samples  have  been  taken 
of  the  milk  supplied  to  your  Hospital  in  Oak  Lane. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  I  give  be^w 
the  number  and  nature  of  inspections  carried  out : —
